less intelligent, less prudent 


and less fortunate. 
Tho worst of

proposition is that it destroys all incentive 
to industry. No mail works for pleasure: 
h* works for a living. If ho etui gala lit'iag 
out of the city Iruasury ha will uererbc very 
anxious to get work. 


There are some other thiugn these New 


York irorkinguien want. They 
want a 


currency that uo man can lock up. They 
don't tell us what is to be its material. 
Effirj substance that we aro acquainted with 
is capable of confinement and a man in 
generally allowed to confine his own pro- 
perty. It is eridenB that these men want a 
code that shall supersede! all known motives 
of human action aud destroy every incentive 
to labor. This currency iden is good: we 
should like to sec a currency that nobody 
can hide away in old stockings, according to 
the custom of the traditional hoarder of gold 
and greenbacks 


These in«u don't think it right for any 


man to own more than $;!00,(X)U worth of 
property. 
If they could devise a way 


whereby every one 
should poses* this 


amount we would assent to the plan. Aside 
from the dffiiculty of finding out how much 
B man owns was and how much his relatives 
hold/or him it is well to remember that in 
general the richest men are those who give 
the most employment to industry.
